“I rang the DSS to see if we 
could have some money for a 
car - you can guess the answer.

the Foreign Secretary appears to be 
implying that the mosque’s call to 
prayer disturbs residents. 
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HE BRITISH National 
Party’s victory in Halifax, 
overturning a massive Labour 
majority and winning despite 
an all-out Labour effort to 
retain the seat, was even more 


stunning than November’s 
success in Blackburn. : 

The Labour Party threw everything 
they could into their campaign. 
They fielded their highest profile 
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local candidate, Michael Higgins, 
a former leader of Calderdale 
Council, and he was backed up by 
an imported team of strategists, 


whose computerised canvassing 
meant that nothing was being left 
to chance. 

In the final days of the campaign 
Labour activists were bussed into 
Halifax in their hundreds to ensure 
that voters on their hi-tech canvas 


returns were all but physically 
taken to the polling stations. 
Despite all their best efforts the 
Labour vote collapsed. Their 
percentage was halved from what 
they polled in 1999, and was down 
17% from just last May. 

But as well as taking on the 
official Labour Party campaign, 
BNP candidate Adrian Marsden 
and his dedicated band of helpers 
had to contend with Labour’s 
unofficial foot soldiers. 

Illegal leaflets, put out by the 
Labour-funded groups Searchlight 
and ANL, flooded Mixenden ward. 
Despite numerous appeals to the 
Police to stop this criminal activity, 
people from these shadowy organi- 
sations, who were nothing to do 
with Halifax, were given a free 
hand to interfere with the 
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democratic election process. 

The BNP legal department is 
actively pursuing a complaint 
against Halifax police for their 
complicity in allowing this 
country’s election rules to be so 
blatantly broken. 

The BNP victory was achieved 
against all odds. Our vote soared 
from just 4% in 1999 to 29.2% 
because of a record turnout that saw 
people who had never voted before 
streaming to the polls in their 
hundreds to support the party. 

It was a superb performance 
which even drew praise from our 
opponents.

that the asylum seekers would be 
coming directly from airports and 
that no assurances could be given 
that they would be screened for TB 
and other diseases. 

Faced with outright public revolt, 
Home Secretary David Blunkett, 
backed down and told Parliament: 
“The procedure and process by 
which this was handled was unsatis- 
factory We do require a change.” 
It was the BNP involvement in 
this issue which attracted the 
media’s attention, and the headlines 
that followed put pressure on the 
Government. 

Protest on its own doesn’t worry 
New Labour, but the thought that 
the protest could be turned into 
BNP votes petrifies them, and 
that’s why David Blunkett was 
prepared to do a policy ‘about turn’ 
over the Coniston Hotel.

Formula One 2003: Will 
Justin make his mark? 


N RECENT years watching 

Formula One on a Sunday 
afternoon has been more boring 
than waiting for paint to dry! 
Despite some tinkering with the 
technical side, shortening practice 
procedures and changing the points 
scoring, the 2003 season holds little 
hope of being anything other than a 
long procession behind Ferrari. 
But for British enthusiasts there 


-` will be a new face to follow and it’s 


just possible that he might generate 
some long-awaited Formula One 
excitement, albeit well down the 
grid placings. 

24 year-old Justin Wilson is one of 
British motorsport’s most promising 
drivers and he has been signed up 
by F1 minnows, Minardi. 

A former test driver with the Jordan 
Fl team at Silverstone, Justin 
became the first ever Briton to 
win the F3000 title, the traditional 
proving ground for aspiring 
Formula One drivers. : 
Justin triumphed here where 
illustrious names such as Damon 
Hill, David Coulthard, and Allan 
McNish all failed. Not only did he 
lead the 2001 Championship from 
the opening round, but he finished 
the season with a points tally that

Montoya’s record for points, as well 
as setting a new record for the 
number of podium finishes in a

season, 10 from 12 races. 


Joining Justin at Minardi will be the 


flying Dutchman, Jos Vefstappen, 
probably the most under-rated F1 
driver of the last ten years. Most 
casual observers will only remember 
Jos from when he was engulfed in 
flames during refuelling when he 
drove for Benetton, but since then he 
has driven competitively for some of 
the more unfashionable teams and 
regularly caught the eye performing 
above expectations. 

Minardi have always been Formula 
One’s whipping boys. Anything up 
to 3 seconds per lap off the pace, it’s a 
great season for them if they manage 
a single championship point. 

The Minardi name comes from the 
family which runs the oldest Fiat 
dealership in my dating back to 
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1927. The F1 team has changed 
hands on numerous occasions but 
is now owned by Australian 
businessman, Paul Stoddart, who 
took over in January 2001. 

Last year the team used the cheap 
Asiatech V10 engine, but for this 
season they have agreed a deal with 
Cosworth, which will guarantee to 
make them more competitive and, 
given the huge cost of their engines, 
shows Paul Stoddart is taking the 
season seriously. 

Minardi, by signing up Justin 
Wilson and Jos Verstappen, are 
making a real effort to lose their 
whipping boy tag. Only time will 
tell whether Justin can make the 
transition from F3000, but it’s 
certainly going to make interesting 
viewing seeing if he does.

Dear Reader, 


On page 7 of this month’s Freedom is an article: ‘How Dare they call me a racist and a nazi?’ 


The text of this article works reasonably well. However, the accompanying picture of Charlie 
Bickerstaffe with his son-in-law lends an approving quality to the article that has been most 
misjudged. Our editor has accepted that in trying to wrong-foot our opposition, he got it wrong 
on this occasion. 


A long position paper has, in the light of this episode, been produced which sets out the party’s 
position on race to make this point clear. Briefly, however, it is that we oppose race-mixing and 
the implication to the contrary in page 7 of this issue of our paper was unintended and accidental 
and which, we trust, won’t occur again. 


There are grounds for taking a stance against every single aspect of the multi-culti ‘Project’, 
but when it comes to practical politics only a tiny handful of fundamentalist ‘hardliners’ believe 
that such a position would be anything other than political suicide. The way to get the power 
we need to halt and reverse this programme of cultural and ethnic genocide is to turn the 
language and tactics of our opponents against them. Thus, for example, the huge response we 
get when we highlight and pledge to oppose anti-white racism is in large part the result of years 
of brainwashing about the evil of ‘racism’. Such subtle Judo tactics are a hundred more times 
effective than a suicidal frontal assault trying to explain inherited racial differences to people 
who have been convinced that such ideas are an unacceptable mixture of heresy and 
blasphemy. 


Such calculations are precisely what led Martin Wingfield to include the article based ona story 
which appeared in a Cumbrian newspaper, in which a prospective BNP candidate shot his local 
opponents’ accusations of ‘racism’ down in flames with the devastating response: a m the 
grandfather of two mixed-race children who I love dearly.” 


Charlie Bickerstaffe has had to come to terms with what many of us would regard as a family 
tragedy; the flip side of the coin is the way in which both he and Martin Wingfield have seen 
it as a way to weaken the ‘racist’ stumbling block which remains the biggest political obstacle 
that we have to overcome. 


One last thing. Do understand that making political capital out of something doesn’t mean that 
we necessarily approve of it. We’re here to win votes and power, not to indulge ourselves in 


our own version of politically correct dogma.
